A violation is 
a misdemeanor, punishable by a $500 fine. This bill will 
move to the full Senate for a vote.

Degree push 


Itawamba Community 
College’s stepped-up 
efforts to improve its grad¬ 
uation rate are in line with 
an increasing national 
emphasis on educational 
attainment and proficiency, 
focused on prosperity for 
rising generations soon 
entering the workforce. 

ICC, which has more 
than 8,000 students on its 
Fulton and Tupelo cam¬ 
puses, is making it easier 
to apply for the associate’s 
degree it offers — and the 
value of the degree as a 
credential cannot be over¬ 
estimated. 

Students at ICC can 
now use the Internet to 
apply for graduation, and 
they have the option of 
receiving a degree without 
attending graduation, a rit¬ 
ual many of today’s stu¬ 
dents find perfunctory. 

ICC’s new emphasis is 
set in the context of a 
month filled with news 
about the achievements 
and rankings of America’s 
students. 

President Obama devot¬ 
ed significant attention to 
education reform, research 
and achievement during 
his Tuesday night State of 
the Union speech. 

Economists speaking at 
the 2011 Economic 
Forecast Conference on 
Thursday in Tupelo 
stressed the dim job 


prospects for under-edu¬ 
cated 18-to-28-year-olds 
entering the market. 

The federal Bureau of 
Labor Statistics provides 
even more compelling 
data: 

■ In 2009, people with 
an associate’s degree 
earned a third more week¬ 
ly ($761) as a median than 
people with less than a 
high school diploma (less 
than $500). 

■ If people with associ¬ 
ate’s degrees 

went on to 
earn a bac¬ 
calaureate 
degree, they 
made a 
median 25 percent more 
weekly ($1,025) than those 
with a two-year degree. 

■ Even more enticing, a 
master’s degree ($1,257), 
professional degrees and 
doctorates (both about 

$1,530) drove the median 
weekly wage to 40 percent 
to 100 percent more than 
an associate’s degree, and 
four times the median for 
less than a high school 
diploma. 

People with more edu¬ 
cation were also less likely 
to be unemployed. In 2009 
just 2.5 percent of workers 
with doctorates were job¬ 
less, 6.8 percent with an 
associate degree, but 14.6 
percent with less than a 
high school diploma. 


ICC, in the process of 
evaluating its degree per¬ 
centages, conferred 
degrees on a group of stu¬ 
dents it found who had met 
the school’s requirements 
but had not applied to 
graduate. 

Education matters, and 
it is clearly a ticket 
upgrade in the job market, 
especially if the right skills 
and knowledge are earned 
and learned. 

“The campaign has 

been trying to 
communicate 
the value of 
the degree 
your receive 
from any of 
our community colleges, 
said Mike Eaton, ICC 
assistant to the president 
and co-chairman of the 
college’s task force. “You 
make more money, you’re 
more likely to be employed 
and you have more job 
security.” 

By the fall of 2009, ICC 
had graduated 22 percent 
of the students who had 
enrolled in the college 
three years earlier, during 
the fall of 2006. That total 
is slightly lower than the 
state average of 24 per¬ 
cent, and slightly higher 
than nearby East 
Mississippi Community 
College (21 percent), 
Northeast Mississippi 


Community College (19) 
and Northwest Mississippi 
Community College (15). 
That data comes from the 
U.S. Department of 
Education. 

ICC’s push parallels 
nationwide efforts among 
community colleges and 
within Mississippi also 
includes all eight public 
universities. 

CREATE Senior Vice 
President Lewis Whitfield 
said it would be much bet¬ 
ter for students who enroll 
and later transfer to a uni¬ 
versity to get their associ¬ 
ate’s degree so they could 
have something to fall 
back upon until they earn a 
bachelor’s degree. 
Whitfield, who specializes 
in studying the region’s 
educational attainment, will 
be the official host for the 
annual Dropout Prevention 
Summit at the University of 
Mississippi’s Tupelo cam¬ 
pus on Feb. 4. 

Every institution’s partic¬ 
ipation is necessary in 
raising educational attain¬ 
ment, especially in market¬ 
ing the fact that degrees 
matter in a person’s pock- 
etbook over the span of a 
working life. — Reprinted 
with permission from the 
Northeast Mississippi Daily 
Journal, January 30, 2011.

Counseling available 
for currently enrolled students 


How well do you under¬ 
stand “mental illness?” 
Answer true or false: 

1. Psychiatric disorders 
are not true medical ill¬ 
nesses like heart disease 
and diabetes. People who 
have a mental illness are 
just “crazy.” 

2. Mental illness is the 
result of bad parenting. 

3. Depression results 
from a personality weak¬ 
ness or a character flaw, 
and people who are 
depressed could just snap 
out of it if they tried hard 
enough. 

4. Depression is a nor¬ 
mal part of the aging 
process. 

5. Depression and other 
illnesses, such as anxiety 
disorders, do not affect 
children or adolescents. 
Any problems they have 
are just a part of growing 
up. 

6. If you have a mental 
illness, you can will it 
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away. Being treated for a 
psychiatric disorder means 
an individual has in some 
way “failed” or is weak. 

7. Addiction is a lifestyle 
choice and shows a lack 
of willpower. People with a 
substance abuse problem 
are morally weak or “bad.” 

If you answered “false” 
to all questions, you are 
correct. 

Nearly 16 million young 
people attend colleges and 
universities in the United 
States. 

Of those students, four 


million are entering college 
for the first time. Most of 
these students have inad¬ 
equate experience with 
freedom. Most quickly 
learn that with this new 
freedom comes added 
responsibility. For the new 
student, pressure arising 
from a new setting, keep¬ 
ing up with school work, 
all-night study sessions, 
caffeine consumption and 
roommates can often 
become overwhelming. 

Adult learners make up 
a significant portion of 
ICC’s student population. 

In addition to the tradition¬ 
al student’s responsibili¬ 
ties, many adult learners 
must also “reorient” them¬ 
selves to the academic 
setting. 

Many students enter 
college equipped with 
exceptional coping skills 
which effectively serve 
them in stressful times. 
However, not every stu¬ 


dent has had the opportu¬ 
nity to develop such skills. 
These students often 
struggle with time man¬ 
agement, anxiety, conflict, 
substance abuse and per¬ 
sonal boundaries. 

Additionally, since men¬ 
tal health issues tend to 
manifest in the late teens 
or early twenties, today’s 
college students are espe¬ 
cially vulnerable to depres¬ 
sion and anxiety. 

ICC’s Personal 
Counseling Services are 
available to all currently 
enrolled students. One the 
main goals is to help stu¬ 
dents cope with or solve 
problems that would inter¬ 
fere with their academic 
success.

With today’s economy, 
those who enter the job mar¬ 
ket need at least an associ¬ 
ate’s degree to be competi¬ 
tive. 

Many people have experi¬ 
enced layoffs from their jobs 
or pay cuts. 

With its new 
“Graduation... .It Matters” 
campaign which is part of a 
statewide emphasis on the 
importance of a community 
college degree, ICC is 
removing barriers to obtain 
the diploma. 

“The process (graduation) 
is simple,” said Cay Lollar, 
ICC registrar/director of 
admissions. “Just consult 
with your adviser, log onto 
the ICC Portal and view 
CAPP (Curriculum Advising 
Program Planning) and fill 


out an application for gradu¬ 
ation, either online or paper 
copy. It’s a simple three step 
process. 

“Graduation matters,” 
said Lollar, “simply because 
it will be something to fall 
back on in the long run.” 

The deadline for complet¬ 
ing the application process is 
Mar. 1. 

Those who wish to partic¬ 
ipate in the May 14 com¬ 
mencement ceremony will 
owe a $30 fee for the cap and 
gown. If students choose not 
to participate, there is no 
charge for the diploma.

Effective January 1, the use 
of tobacco products is prohib¬ 
ited on the Fulton and Tupelo 
campuses as well as at the 
Belden Center. 

ICC vice president of 
Student Services Buddy 


Collins coordinated a market¬ 
ing plan during the fall semes¬ 
ter to educate students, facul¬ 
ty, staff and visitors not only 
about the tobacco-free imple¬ 
mentation but also about ces¬ 
sation options and resources. 
“We want to make sure that 
everyone is aware of the poli¬ 
cy, but there is also an empha¬ 
sis on cessation resources and 
options available not only to 
the college community but 
also to the public as well.” 


The policy is designed to 
promote a healthy environ¬ 
ment at ICC, Collins said. 
According to the policy, 
which was enacted by ICC’s 
Board of Trustees, the use of 
tobacco and smoking products 
is not permitted on any col¬ 
lege-owned property, which 
includes, but is not limited to, 
buildings, grounds, parking 
area walkways, recreational 
and sporting facilities and 
College-owned vehicles. It 


applies to faculty, staff, stu¬ 
dents, contractors, vendors 
and visitors, both indoors and 
outdoors. 

“We have publicized the 
new policy in several ways 
including media releases, 
notices, table tents, signs, 
announcements and printed 
information on schedules and 
grades,” Collins said. “We ask 
the cooperation of students, 
faculty, staff and visitors as 
we implement this policy.”

Graduation...It Matters 

Why should I earn an associate’s degree? 

Community College graduates earn more, land a job twice as fast, are ore likely to receive a pro¬ 
motion and less likely to be laid off. 

Can I still transfer to a university if I graduate from Itawamba Community College? 

Yes. Mississippi’s institutions of higher learning guarantee transferrable credits. 

If I have already transferred to a four-year school, but did not graduate from ICC, 

is it still possible to earn my associate’s degree? 

Yes. You may transfer back the courses taken at the university level that you still needed to com¬ 
plete the requirements for the associate’s degree. A two-year degree is more beneficial than possi¬ 
bly dropping out after three years and earning no degree. 

Will Intermediate Algebra apply toward graduation requirements? 

Yes, as an elective. However, you will still need three hours of College Algebra or higher. 

Do I have to participate in the commencement ceremony to graduate? 

No. 


How may I apply for graduation? 

You may either apply online or visit the office of the Registrar/Director of Admissions at the 
Fulton campus or Student Affairs at the Tupelo campus. 

If I have received an associate’s degree and I re-enroll at ICC, 

am I still eligible for financial aid? 

Students are eligible for Federal Student Aid including the Pell Grant at ICC as long as they meet 
the requirements of the Satisfactory Academic Progress Policy no matter if they have received an 
associate’s degree or not. Those with questions should contact the Financial Aid office on either 
campus.

Tupelo/Lee County 
students benefit 
from TIME grant

Beginning last week, a group of stu¬ 
dents from the Tupelo City and Lee 
County Schools now have an opportunity 
to learn work skills and obtain college 
credit while in high school — and they 
will be paid thanks to a grant from the 
National Science Foundation. 

During the last year, a group of high 
school juniors from the Pontotoc County 
Schools participated in the program. 

The Technology Initiative in 
Manufacturing and Engineering (TIME) 
grant is providing approximately 
$150,000 each to ICC and East 
Mississippi Community College each 
year for three years. The grant was a col¬ 
laborative effort among East Mississippi 
Community College, ICC and 
Mississippi State University’s Center for 
Science, Mathematics and Technology. 

During the first year of the program, 
student participants received four job 
readiness credentials, earned one college 
level three-hour credit course and had the 
opportunity to job shadow at four area 
companies. The students also received a 
$200 stipend for each semester complet¬ 
ed. The job readiness credentials include 
a Career Readiness certificate from the 
Governor’s office that shows basic work¬ 
place readiness skills; a 10-hour OSHA 
Basic Industrial Safety card; Heartsaver 
CPR card from the American Heart 
Association; a Manufacturing Skills 
Basic certificate encompassing course 
work in basic math, precision measure¬ 


ment and metrics, blueprint reading, 
Lean manufacturing concepts, Value 
Stream Mapping and 5S, ISO 9001 and 
computer/employability skills. 


The grant is designed to provide stu¬ 
dents with valuable skills, but it also 
serves grades 7-12 science, mathematics 
and technology teachers and counselors. 
Last summer, these educators met for a 
two-week intensive workshop to learn 
skills to better prepare their students to 
enter the workforce, become more aware 
of career opportunities in science, tech¬ 


nology, engineering and mathematics and 
learn basic workplace competencies and 
values to encourage their students to 
become members of a productive work¬ 


force in Mississippi and the nation. 

Before entering the program, both the 
students and teachers must earn a Silver 
level or higher on the WorkKeys assess¬ 
ment, a computerized test developed by 
ACT that is nationally standardized to 
gauge basic learning competencies as 
they relate to the workplace.

Eligible students must have 
a certification, diploma or 
degree in any medical area or 
IT background or a minimum 
of one year experience in 


health or IT field, both verifi¬ 
able. Other requirements 
include completion of the 
WorkKeys test (Gold Level 
required) and student affi¬ 
davit. 


The education, which is 
designed to be completed 
online in six months or less, 
allows a student to focus on 
one of six workforce roles. 
They include practice work- 
flow and information manage¬ 
ment specialist, implementa¬ 
tion manager, technical/soft¬ 
ware support staff and trainer. 
Participants may test out of 
classes where previous 
knowledge has already been 
obtained. 

By 2014, electronic health 
records will be required. The 
work required to reach this 
goal is expected to create a 
high demand in several types 
of health IT professionals to 
support this project. ICC’s 
intensive non-degree educa¬ 
tion program is designed to 
provide a pool of qualified 
workers with both medical 
and IT knowledge to ensure 
the electronic health record 
project will provide the quali¬ 
ty and efficiency benefits 
needed, while maintaining 
privacy and security of med¬ 
ical information.

Lawmakers agree 

physical well-being vital 

With an unprecedented healthcare crisis taking place 
in America, state and national governments are assum¬ 
ing responsibility and taking action regarding the issue. 

State and national lawmakers are pushing legislation 
that would provide for more physical activity in public 
schools, thus creating more avenues for competitive 
sports among our nation’s youth. With the participant 
pool of physical education rising, the arena of sports, 
both competitive and leisure, will experience exponen¬ 
tial growth as well. 

Mississippi lawmakers are weighing in on the issue 
by initiating a fitness camp, to be led by former Biggest 
Loser contestant, the state’s own Paul Lacoste. The leg¬ 
islators will participate in daily, rigorous exercise activi¬ 
ties with hopes of improving their health and setting 
examples of how exercise benefits the physical wellbe¬ 
ing of individuals. 

The initiation of this program can be attributed to 
Rep. Steve Holland (D-Lee). “The facts are very con¬ 
vincing,” he said of a number of preventive medicine 
bills in the House. With initiatives approaching the state 
legislature, Mississippians will probably experience an 
increase in physical activity in communities and schools. 

On the national level, lawmakers are providing ample 
legislation to tackle the concern of national health. 
President Barack Obama weighs in on the issue as 
well, claiming, “...one of the most important ways for us 
to control (healthcare) costs is to deal with the issue of 
prevention. Which means making sure that we have 
proper nutrition programs in our schools; making sure 
that we’ve got effective physical education programs for 
our children.” The National Association for Sport and 
Physical Education (NASPE) has begun an initiative, 
Let’s Move in School, to address the issues concerning 
global health. The initiative identifies closely with First 
Lady Michelle Obama’s Let’s Move campaign, which 
deals primarily with childhood obesity. The Let’s Move in 
School initiative urges schools to begin implementing 
effective physical activity programs into school policy. 

On August 2, 2010, Sen. Tom Udall (D-NM) intro¬ 
duced S. 3683, the PHYSICAL Act, “Promoting Health 
as Youth Skills in Classrooms and Life Act.” This bill, 
among other things, would recognize physical/health 
education as core academic disciplines for K-12 
schools. With laws like this on the books, our nation can 
expect a sharp increase in the amount of youth partici¬ 
pating in sports. 

Regardless of party affiliation, lawmakers agree that 
the physical well-being of our nation must be taken seri¬ 
ously. Hopefully, the measures taken by our national 
Congress, as well as the Mississippi Legislature, will 
provide effective policy to ensure the physical stability of 
our nation.

Women’s Basketball Coaches Association’s nation of coaches 
to assist in raising breast cancer awareness on the court, across 
campuses, in communities and beyond. 

It began in 2007, and the late Kay Yow, former North 
Carolina State University’s head women’s basketball coach 
served as the catalyst for the initiative after her third reoccur¬ 
rence of breast cancer in 2006. She died in January 2009. 

In 2010, more than 1,800 participants came together to sur¬ 
pass $1,045,000 in donations and reached more than 922,000 
fans across the nation. More than 22 schools broke attendance 
records through their participation. In 2007 more than 120 
schools unified for this effort and helped make the inaugural 
year a success. The number grew to 1,200 teams and organi¬ 
zations in 2008, reaching more than 830,000 fans and raising 
more than $930,000 for breast cancer awareness and research. 

Overall, the WBCA Pink Zone has raised nearly $3.3 mil¬ 
lion, has reached almost 2.7 million fans and has unified more 
than 4,700 participants in only four years.

“One of the things we wanted to do as a coaching staff 
was ad more team speed to our roster, and I feel like we have 
addressed that need,” Williams said. “We’ve got some real¬ 
ly good sophomores coming back, but still had some impor¬ 
tant spots that we had to fill and I feel that the group of fresh¬ 
men we have will come in and fill those spots nicely. We’ll 
have a lot of competition for our returning sophomores from 
our freshmen coming in fighting for playing time.”
